Before they could reach her 
more water was shipped and in an effort to 
prevent the boat from moving more she cap- 
sized it, the four being thrown into the 
water. 

Jahnes grabbed Annie by the arm, but was 
Unable to hold ‘her. She slipped from his 
@tasp and sank. He said he looked for Flory 
and Nellie Gunther, but that both evidently 
had sunk as soon as they fell into the water, 


‘as he could not see them. 


Jahnes Rescued by Bishop. 

He is not a good swimmer, and seized an 
oar to aid him in keeping him afloat. All of 
them had cried for help when the boat over 
turned. Half a dozen persons were on the 
lagoon in boats, among them Ray Bishop. 
He rowed to the locality from which the 
sounds came and found Jahnes struggling in 
the water. The latter was almost exhaust- 
ed, and Bishop took him ashore and rowed 
back to hunt for the others, but could not 
find them. 

Jahnes was taken to the Woodlawn Street 
Police Station and a dozen policemen under 
Lieutenant Barrett went to the lageon to 
search for the bodies. After forty minutes’ 


work all the bodies had been recovered. The, 


first reward was when Patrolmen Shea and 
Dolan of the Woodlawn police recovered the 
body of young Flory. Annie’s body was 
next found, and later that of Miss Gunther. 
The bodies were taken to O’ Donnell’s under-

They sometimes fired their guns 
on the top of the city walls, and sometimes 
patrolled the streets everywhere. There 
were reports OF hit by stray 
bullets.

CALL IT A WEAK APOLOGY. | 


Washington Diplomats Not Favorably 
with China’sOf- 


‘Washington, D. c., 12.— [Special. 
China’s apology to the world, presented to 
the State department today by Minister | 
Wu, is regarded as one of the most remark- 
able documents emanating from any gov- | 
ernment, 

While it is an apology for the weakness 
| of the imperial government and its ability 
to protect foreigners within the empire, at 
the same time it is regarded in the light 


ot a defense, and the Chinese seek to es- 


cape the responsibility for the injury that 
has been done in Pekin by laying the blame 
primarily upon the Ministers because they | 
insisted on having troops to guard the le- 
gations. 

The Chinese even go so far as to blame 
Baron von Ketteler for his own death, but 
the decree is painfully silent on the duty 
of the government to protect the Ministers. 

One of the most remarkable features of 
the edict is its failure to show that all the 
Ministers except Baron von Ketteler are 
still alive. While assurances are given 
that the legations are being protected by 
the imperial authorities, there is a dispo- 


sition to doubt these assurances, as it would 


be a simple matter to let the Ministers 
speak for themselves. 

The officials here will not be convinced 
of the safety of Minister Conger until he 
is heard from through sources other than 
Chinese, Aside from this, the belief is grow- 
ing that Minister Conger and other members 
of the diplomatic corps have been slain, and 
the imperial government is preparing its 
case before the real facts sift out of Pekin. 

The edict is a stinging &rraignment of the 
powers, which are blamed for the entire 
trouble, with the exception of what is laid 
at the door of the insurgents, or Boxers. 

In the first place, the guards of the lega- 


tions are charged with unsoldierly conduct

Sending Winter Clothing. 

A lafge quantity of supplies will be shipped 
to Taku by the army quartermasters, who 
have anticipated the placing of a large force 
of troops in China during the next few 
months. The service has been taxed to fur- 
nish suitable apparel for the soldiers, the 
bulk of the force having been in tropical 
countries. The detail to service in China 
makes it necessary to provide winter cloth- 
ing, which is not needed by the commands 
in the Philippines or in Cuba.

The merging of all these vast interests 
would mean a corporation whose capitaliza- 
tion would run into the thousands of mil- 
lions, and would create a monopoly of the 
telegraph and telephone business more ab- 
solute than any now existing. 

The specific object of the company just 
incorporated in New Jersey is to buy up or 
otherwise absorb every one of the small 
independent telephone companies which 
cropped up throughout the country when 
the Bell telephone patents expired. 

By getting control of these and working 
in cotperation with the Telegraph, Teile- 
phone and Cable Company of America, the 
National expects to be in a position to dic- 
tate terms to the Bell people and convince 
them and the other corporations above 
named of the financial desirability of a sin- 
gle huge combination.

nity to which he must return. More and 
more I hope the white men,“ he said, “ of 
country will learn to measure the worth 
of the negro by the best types of the race 
and not by the worst. In a larger degree 

we should judge by those in the schoolrooms, 
not by those in the penitentiary; by those 
in. the shop and field, not by those in idle- 
mess in the streets; by those who have 
“bought homes and are taxpayers, not b 
those in dens of crime and misery: by th 
who have learned the laws of health and 

are living, not by those who have —. 
health laws and are dying.

by those who have succeeded, not by those 
who have failed and are in the gutter. 

“In the midst of present agitation bearing 
upon the future of the negro race in this 
colntry it is important that the race keep a 
steady balance and not suffer itself to become 
discouraged or turned aside from essen- 
tials to non-essentials, or to be deceived 
into believing that we can elevate ourselves 
by any short cut or artificial means, how- 
ever inviting or alluring they may appear. 

No matter what adverse criticism is 
made, no matter how many temptations are 
held before us, what we as a race must be 
sure of, day by day, is that we are making 
45 tangible progress. In the face of 

progress all that is said against us 
nr de harmless; without such progress all 
- that is said in our favor cannot help us. 

“One of the hardest lessons for a race, 
like an individual, to learn, is that the way to 
permanent success lies in the mastering of 
the little every-day, commonplace oppor- 
tunities, that are right about our door, and 
the using of these so as to form stepping 
Stones to more important positions. The 
race, like the individual, that learns this 
lesson may be retarded, but never defeated.

BERLIN, July 11.—The Committee on For- 
eign Affairs of the Bundesrath today unani- 
mously approved Foreign Minister von Bu- 
low’s course. The committee was probably 
assembled mainly to show the world that 
Germany is absolutely unified respecting for- 
eign politics. This committee has never met 
since the treaty between Bavaria and 
sia at Versailles provided for it as the re 
resentative of the middle States in the For- 
eign office. 

As Bismarck possessed the abeotate con- 
fidence of Bavaria there was never a de- 
mand for a meeting of the committee until 
recent years. The meeting now speaks vol- 
umes for the seriousness of the present 

Red Cross Work for China. 

The Ministers of the leading German States 
met prominent bankers and business-men to- 
day and formed a committee to raise funds 
for red cross work in China. 


Japan and the Powers. 

Referring to Secretary Hay’s opinion that 
Japan must trust to the gratitude and justice 
of the powers for compensation, the Tage- 
blatt frankly observes that experience has 
probably given Japan a poor impression of 
Buropean gratitude and justice.

Campaign Organization 
in Its Histor. 


DENY THERE Is A CLASH. 


Leaders Say Democratic story 
That They Are at Cross Pur- 
poses Is False. 


PLANS FOR LOCAL “LEGION.” 


More attention is being given by the Re- 
publicans of IIlinois to organization work 
for campaign purposes than ever before. 
The State Central committee is carrying out 
extensive plans for the formation of clubs 
in every school district, and the local party 
organization yesterday adopted Chairman 
Lorimer's scheme to form a Cook County 
Republican Legion.“ This plan contem- 
plates at least one full regiment of twelve 
companies in each Congressiona! district in 
the county, formed, officered, and drilled 
according to military rules, and by experi- 
enced drillmasters. 

Though not altogether new, never has the 
club feature been made so prominent, es- 
perce on the Republican side, as it will be 

this campaign. The elaborate plans of the 
Republicans already are causing the Demo- 
cratic leaders much worry, and the Demo- 
crats are circulating and getting printed all 
sorts of stories about jealousies, discords, 
and clashings between the State and County 
committees. At the same time Chairmen 
Rowe and McKinney and Secretary Field- 
house of the State committee, and Chairmen 
Lorimer and Jamieson, and many others in 
the County committee declare that there is 
absolutely no foundation for the Democratic 
ae that there vd antagonism on the part 
0 e county machine against the Y¥ 
Illinois Republican club.“ 


All Factions Work Together. 


This denial is sustained by the fact that 
representatives of the county machine, also 
Hanecy men and Carter men, in equal num- 
bers, are at the head of this club as mem- 
bers of its executive body. It has no official 
recognition from the State committee, not- 
withstanding Walter Fieldhouse is its Pres- 
ident. No club has or will have official 
recognition from the State committee, which 
will dea! only with the County Cefitral com- 
mittees; in accordance with long established 
custom. 

Another Democratic story, to the effect 
that Lorimer will ignore the State commit- 
tee, and get independently what funds he 
wants for the fight in Cook County’ was 
pronounced by the campaign managers as 
too absurd to receive attention. As in 1896, 
expenses of the county campaign will be 
borne by the Republicans of Chicago. A 
committee to collect funds in this city will 
be created and whatever sum is raised will 
be divided between the National, State, and 
County committees. Not a dollar has been 
or will be asked for by the Yates club, the 
leaders say, as its members will contribute 
whatever funds it needs. 


Plans for the Legion.“ 

The legion will be under direction and 
control of the County Executive committee. 
No company having less than sixty mem- 
bers will be accepted in any regiment. The 
officers will be elected by the companies 
and regiments. The uniform agreed on is 
white trousers, blue coat, and red shirt. 
Each regiment will be required to attend all 


general meetings In its district, and the en- 


tire legion must attend all mass-meetings 
when ordered by the chairman of the Execu- 
tive committee, T. N. Jamieson, to do so. 
The legion promises to become a popular 
thing. Already volunteers by the core are 
putting their names on the company rosters. 
Beginning tomorrow with the First District 
the Executive committee. will take up the 
Congressional districts organize one 
regiment a day until the lst is completed. 
As far as the local field is concerned, the 
campaign practically is on. At a meeting 
yesterday morning of the full County com- 
mittee the preliminary work was taken up 
and Chairman Lorimer announced that 
henceforth the executive body would be in 
session every day. By invitation the candi- 
dates were there, and in executive session 
the question of assessments was discussed.

WARD VETO BILL 


ASK FOR WARD 


Measure’s Passage Is Urged at a Meet- 
ins at Union Park Congregational— 
It Provides for Submitting Question 

ot Licensing Saloons in City Dis- 
trfets o the Voters—Dr. Williams 
Thinks Mayor Harrison Will Oppose 


The passage of ward veto bill was urged 
last night at a —— of the Union 
Congregational Church, and a petition ad- 
dressed to Mayor Harrison and the City 
Council favoring the passage of the bill was 
signed by all the voters present. 

‘Mayor Harrison will be against it.“ said 
Dr. E. F. Williams, who was chairman of the 
meeting. He is against everything that is 
for moral advancement.” 

O. § Chapman, representing the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, presented a bill similar to the 
ward veto bill, which, however, is to be pre- 
sented to the State Legislature. 

Both measures were suggested as common 


ground on which to fight the liquor trame 


This was to cease 
patronizing department stores which sell 
liquor. 

The ward veto bill provides that ff one- 
fourth of the legal registered voters of any 
ward in Chicago present a petition fifteen 
days before a general municipal election 
asking that the question of whether or not 
dramshops in the ward shall be licensed be 
submitted to the voters, the City Council 
shall present the question to the voters at 
the election. 

The ballots shall contain the words, For 
lieenses to conduct dramshops in this ward,“ 
and the words, Against licenses to conduct 
dramshops in this ward,“ printed on the bal- 
lots in separate lines. 

If a majority of the votes in the ward shall 
be cast for licenses "’ the city officials may 
issue or renew licenses, while if the majority 
is cast against licenses no more shall be 
issued or renewed.

WITNESSES TELL HOW 
MRS. FRANK SCHREFFLER 
OF JOLIET MET DEATH. 


First Day’s Hearing of the Charges 
Against Her Husband Does Not 
Bring Out Any Fact to Indicate That 
He Set Her on Fire. 


Joliet, III., July 11.—[{Special.)--The first 
day’s hearing of the charges against Frank 
Schreffier, accused of setting fire to his | 
wife with gasoline, did not bring out a single 
fact connecting him with thecrime. Schref- 
fler’s friends are confident he will be dis- 
charged without having to offer any tes- 
timony in defense. 

The witnesses against Schremler today 
were Mrs. Julia Schreffler, sister of the 
dead woman and wife of the brother of the 
accused; Annie Derliscke, and Josepha 
Zentarski. Mrs. Schreffler testified that she 
saw no one around the night of the fire and 
took all the credit for putting it out. She 
said that afterwards she met Frank Schref- 
fier, and he threatened to kill her and send 
her the way her sister went.“ 

Josepha Zentarski, a sister-in-law, said 
she had a conversation with Mrs. Schreffier 
a few hours before the latter’s death, and 
that she said: “I am dying on account 
of my husband. If I live, I'll not live with 
him.“ She said the dying woman gave her 
nearly $200 and told her to keep part of it 
and give the rest to relatives. She admitted 
having taken Mrs. Schreffler from St. Jo- 
seph’s Hospital to her own home, notwith- 
standing the protests of the Sisters, who said 
that to do so would be fatal. On cross-ex- 
amination she told of a visit to Schrefiler 
while he was still at the hospital. She said: 
“I was going to tell him about the money, 
but didn't because he seemed mad. He said 
to me: ‘My wife died because you took 
her away“. | 

A pathetic incident of the afternoon hear- 
ing Was the presence of Clara Gchreffler, the 
8-year-old daughter of the accused. Enter- 
ing the court-room she went straight to her 
father, who had not seen her since his ar- 
rest. The child remained at her father’s 
side. If it is necessary to call her as a 
witness she is expected to be a strong 
She tells a 
straightforward story ot the affair. When 
my mother got up to iron the pieces for the 
church, she said, “my father went into 
the other room and lay down. He was there 
when my mother was burning, and when he 
tei her scream ran out and put out the

REPORT CONDITIONS AT NOME. 


Forty-six Disappointed Gold Seekers 
Have Poor Opinion of 


Region. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 11.—The steamer 
San Juan arrived today from Cape Nome 
with forty-six disappointed gold-seekers. 
The San Juan left Nome June 30. There 
were eleven cases of smallpox there. There 
were also numerous cases of pneumonia. 
They predicted that the military rule now 
prevailing at the Cape will soon adjust the 
differences between the contending claim- 
owners and that peace will be preserved. 

General George N. Randall, commander of 
the federal troops at Nome, in the Nome 
Gold Diggings of June 27 says: 

It is wise to give the truth to the out- 
sider, else all kinds of wild stories are liable 
to be sent out about alleged laWlessness 
when it does not exist. There is a bad ele- 
ment here, it is true, but that element can 
be managed. The most serious thing we 
have to contend with is typhoid fever. The 
camp must be cleaned up. It is a serious 
menace to health. I will attend to the clean- 
ing up promptly.”

IN GOEBEL CASE. 


Caleb Powers Fails to Secure 
Continuance of Trial for 
Accessory to Murder. 


SIX JURYMEN ARE CHOSEN

ATTACK ON INDICTMENT. 


Georgetown, Ky., July 11,+-([Special.}—A 
postponement until October has been denied 
former Secretary of State Caleb Powers and 
his trial under the indictment charging him 
with being an accessory before the fact to 
the murder of William Goebel will proceed. 
Failing to obtain a continuance, the defense 
demurred to the indictment on the ground 
that it is invalid because, though it names 
Powers as an accessory, it does not hame a 
principal. 

The demurrer was overruled by Judge 
Cantril] and the work of obtaining a jury 
was begun. The defense will be permitted 
fifteen peremptory challenges and the com- 
monwealth five. Out of twenty-four men 
examined six were selected, and the others 
will be drawn from a venire of 100 men to- 
morrow, 


State Opposes Continuance. 8 

When court was convened today Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Franklin objected to 
a continuance on the basis of Powers affi- 
davit, filed yesterday. He contended that 
due diligence had not been shown in pre- 
paring for the trial, and also that of the 
eighty-four witnesses mentioned as absent 
the defendant only specifies what fourteen 
would testify to. He pointed out that the 
subpoenas for the defendant's witnesses had 
not been issued until June 5, but two weeks 
before the date set for the trial. Finally the 


commonwealth offered to admit as evidence |

Ex-Governor Brown objected strenuously 
to going into an immediate trial. He also 
complained that his witnesses had no money 
behind them gave subscriptions, while the 
commonwealth had a fund of 100,000.

Judge Cantrill finally ruled that only twen- 
even of the subpewnas had been served and 
that no effort had been made to serve them 
until July 6.

The defense thén asked time to prepare an- 
other affidavit, and a recess until afternoon 
was taken. This affidavit was a special de- 
murrer to the indictment on the g nd that 
no principal was named, and Mr. wn in- 
sisted that the principal should be designated 
by name. . 

“Tf it is not proved who actually fired the 
shot that killed Goebel,“ said Governor 
Brown, “then this man (Powers) is guilty 
of no crime.” 


Present Pardon from Taylor. 


The commonwealth combated this conten- 
tion, and the argument on both sides was 
lengthy. The commonwealth cited the Jack- 
son-Walling case for the murder of Pearl 
Bryan as a similar case, so far as an al- 
ternative indictment was concerned. 

After Judge Cantrill had overruled the de- 
murrer the defense offered the pardon issued 
by ex-Governor Taylor to Powers when he 
was about to fly upon the issuance of the 
warrant. The pardon was rejected on the 
ground that Taylor was no longer Governor 
at the time the pardon was issued. 

The defense then offered another affidavit 
regarding seven witnesses, whose presence, 
it was alleged, was absolutely necessary. 
The commonwealth offered to have the ex- 
pense of transportation of these witnesses 
borne by the State, and an order to this 
effect was issued by Judge Cantrill. 

Finally the work of obtaining a jury was 
begun, and the work proved easier than had 
been anticipated. Out of the first venire five 
men were selected. Only one was accepted 
from the second venire. They are as follows:

A. W. Craig, shoe dealer; A. M. Bradley, 
hardware dealer; R. F. Sproke, farmer; W.

MORRISON HELD TO GRAND JURY 


Result of Preliminary Hearing of In- 
dianian Charged with Burning . 
His Hotel. 


South Bend, Ind., July 11.— Special. ]— 
John W. Morrison, charged whe mu 
and arson in setting fire to the Hotel Mor- 
rison, had his preliminary hearing before 
Judge Whitcomb today, and was held to the 
grand jury. Bail was fixed at $5,000. The 
testimony offered by witnesses did not agree 
with the statements made by Morrison at 
either the Coroner's inquest or the previous 
hearing. 

From Fire Chief Jacob Kerner it was 
learned that there were three distinct fires 
in the hotel building. He found fire all over 
the third floor and in the basement. Later 
flames were discovered in the front part of 
the building on the first floor. It was im- 
possible for the basement or third story fire 
to reach this point. The fire in the basement 
was confined to a pile of clothing on which 
was a small gas stove. This fire was not 
discovered until one hour after the first blaze 
and was not of a smoldering kind. 

Miss Chloe Mallott of Wabash, Ind., tes- 
tified that on one occasion she heard Mor- 
rison threaten to blow up the hotel. The 
threat was made while the accused stood in 
the dining-room and Miss Mallott in the 
office. Morrison was talking to his wife. 

Morrison admitted that the hotel had been 
fired, and stated that he suspected a man 
named McGill, from Kendallville, Ind. 
Later, on cross-examination, he said that he 
did not think McGill would blow up the build- 
ing. | 
Much attention was paid to the examina- 
tion of Arthur W. Cooney of New York. 
Morrison had stated that he was pulled 
from his bed on the night of the fire, and had 
escaped only partiy clothed. Cooney con- : 
tradicted this statement, saying that right 
after the fire he saw Morrison at the police 
station, and that he was fully dressed, only 
his coat being missing. 

Fred Meyers of Adrian, Mich., stated that 
he saw Morrison in the office at 12:15, not 
half an hour before the fire. ; 

Other testimony showed that Morrison got 
out of the hotel with everything and that he 
was one of the few who were not burned. 
Also that he knew just where the fire was. 
It was further brought out that, while it was 
usual to burn oll lamps in the upper hall, 
they had been extinguished three times be- 
fore the fire and gas lighted in each instance. 

The charge on which Morrison is being 
tried was filed by Dilno D. Johnston of 328

DENIES UNION BLACKLIST. 


An appeal long expected was issued yes- 
terday the Building Trades council and 
the Building Contractors’ council by Graham 
Harris, President of the Board of Education, 


asking permission to proceed with the work 
of erecting and completing the schoolhouses 


for which there is now an unexpended bal- 
ance of nearly $1,000,000. The appeal was 
sent to Edward Carroll, President of the 
Building Trades council, and Victor Falke- 
nau, chairman of the Press committee of 
the Building Contractors’ council,represent- 
ing both sides of the labor controversy. 
President Harris makes a special plea for 
a truce between the contractors and build- 


ing trades in order that the law requiring 


the completion of the new parental school 
| by July 1. 1901, may be complied with. He 
calls attention to the deplorable lack of 
‘school accommodations in the city, and the 
fact that the money has been appropriated 
for the express purpose of supplying the 
deficiency, but cannot be used on acceunt 
of the strife, which has — 0 build- 
ing industry. 

Thirty Thousand Schoolless Children. 


In conclusion President Harris urges im- 
mediate and careful consideration of the

DEATH OF ISAAC WEDELES. 


Prominent Wholesale Grocer and Last 
of His Firm Expires from Asthma 
—Sketch of Career. 


Isaac Wedeles, last of the old giccary 
firm of Steele & Wedeles, died at his resi- 
dence, 3127 Calumet avenue, at 3:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning. For twenty years he 
had been a sufferer from asthma and his 
death was due to that ailment. He was 67 
years old. The funeral will be held at the 
family residence at 9:30 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. Interment will be at Rosehill. 

Isaac Wedeles was born at Czkyn, Austria, 
in 1833, receiving his education there and 
becoming a tutor himself at the age of 24. 
He became the editor of a newspaper which 
he published in the Hungarian language, 
and in those early years was inclined to 
literary pursuits. | 

However, he came to America in 1857, 
settling at Hartford, Conn., where he es- 
tablished a dry goods house. He came to 
Chicago in 1858 and took a clerical posi- 
tion in a wholesale grocery house. After 
an apprenticeship of several years he asso- 
ciated himself with Max and Bernard Steele 
in the establishment of a retail grocery in 
Clark street, near Twelfth street.

| OF JESTER PURSUIT | 


A GATES DESCRIBES 
FOR HIS BOY. . 


Story of the Death of Gilbert Gates in 
1870 Retold by His Father—Walks 
Across Courtroom and Identifies 
Jester by Putting Hand on His 
Shoulder—Line of Prosecution and 
Defense Outlined—Case Gees On 
Today. 


New London, Mo., July 11.—I[Speclal. 
The Jester trial was resumed this morning 
at 8:15, with an increased crowd in attend- 
ance. Jester sat in solemn silence, as usual, 
paying close attention to the opening state- 
ment of Prosecuting Attorney T. T. Roades 
to the jury. Two hours and fifteen minutes 
were required for its delivery. Mr. Roades 
stated that he expected to prove by a wit- 
ness that Jester said he killed Gilbert Gates 
by cutting his throat with a knife because 
he (Gates) had struck him. 


Statement for Defense. 

P. H. Cullen, for the defense, made this 
statement: 

= Alexander Jester was born in North Caro- 
lina, moved to Ohio, thence to Indiana, grow- 
ing to manhood in the latter State. He en- 
listed In the unionarmy and served through- 
out the war as a valiant soldier, and was 
honorably discharged, returning home a poor 
man. He lived in Indiana two years and 
then went West, settling in Sedgwick Coun- 
ty, Kas., in 1869, where he took up 100 acres, 
remaining on his farm until 1870, when he 


went to Indiana to see his mother, son, and | 


sister. He had $350 and a buffalo calf, which 
he exhibited along the way. 

He fell in with Gilbert Gates at Fort Scott. 
They traveled together through Missouri. 
Gilbert was going home because he had had 
mo success in the West. 

At Middle Grove, in Monroe County, 
Mo., Gilbert traded all his outfit to Jester 
and rode away with a man ina spring wagon. 
Jester resumed his journey, went to Paris, 
put up at a livery stable, going to Hannibal, 
Decatur, and to Franklin, Ind., exhibiting 
his buffalo calf, and giving his name to all 
with whom he had business. . 

His mother, son, and sister sold their 
property and returned with him to Valley 
Center, O. T., where he wae arrested. He 
returned to Paris, Mo., where he was indict- 
ed for murder in the first degree. He tooka 
change of venue to Mexico, Mo., and then 
escaped jail, to be arrested twtney-nine years 
afterward at Shawnee, Kas., through the 
seamen of his half- -sister, Mrs, Cornelia

Father of Dead Boy Testifies. 

Asel A. Gates, aged 81 years, father of 
Gilbert Gates, was the first witness exam- 
ined. He described the pursuit and capture 
of Alexander Jester and identified the watch 
and chain, trunk, hat, vest, pants, gun, and 
powder horn belonging to Gilbert Gates and 

en by the lad when he left home. 

hese were found in the possession of 
Alexander Jester when the latter was ar- 
rested at Valley Center, Kas., in 1871. The 
witness also described his visit to Middle 
Grove, where he made a search for the re- 
mains of his son. 

While he was describing the articles his 
Gates burst into 
tears and wept like a child. 

He said he got a trace of a body floating 
down: stream in Salt River, but never found 
the body of his son, nor had he any tidings 
of him since 1871. 

He said he took one of the buffalo hides 
found in the possession of Jester and satu- 
rated it with water and blood ran out of the 
hair. He bottled some of the blood and took 
it to a Chicago chemist, who analyzed it. 

The court refused to allow the witness to 
answer whether or not the blood was human 
blood. 

“I saw Jester in jailin Paris, Mo., in May, 
1871, he said.

Cross-examined by Mr. Cullen, Mr. Gates 


said: 

Jester came to Valley Center, Kas., after 
I got there. I took two shirts and the panta- 
loons that my wife made for Gilbert. I told 
my son to sell the team and come home. I 
did not write to my son to sell his team for 
$350. I did not state the price. I never 
signed that testimony stating that I told my 
son to sell his team for $350. 

“I could not identify the federal overcoat 
as my son’s coat.“ 


Second State Witness Heard. 

Charles. Hazelhurst testified: “I know 
Asel A. Gates and his family. I knew George 
Gates. I seryed with him in the army. He 
was killed in 1863. I got home in 1867 and 
left Illinois in August of 1870. I started 
West to hunt a farm with Gilbert and two 
other lads. Gilbert had a team, a wagon, 
a trunk, a blue sul® and a number of shirts, 
a hat, and a shepherd dog. Gilbert loved the 
dog and the dog loved Gilbert. We went to 
Towanda, Kas. Gilbert got homesick and 
started back home. His horses were named 
Selem and Kit.“ 

At this juncture the court adjourned till 
tomorrow.

SENATOR HOAR’S MARSHFIELD 1 
In a recent interview Senater Hear de- 


clared President McKinley and Governor 


Roosevelt will have no more earnest sup 
porters in this country than I hall be,” 
A few days ago at the customary say 
mer outing of the Massachusetts club at 
Marshfield he explained in detail why he 
should support and vote for the Repub 
lican ticket, and gave the reasona why 
those who think as he does on the question 
of the Philippines should not vote for 
Bryan and Stevenson, As to the general 
grounds f 
“I propose to support the Republican 
party this year because I think it is right 
so to do, because I think the welfare of 
the commonwealth and the country and 
the future of justice and freedom and 
righteousness lie that way; and if I know 
myself, for no other reason whatsoever. I 
propose to support the Republican candi- 
dates because I know the men, and in 
my judgment they are the best candidates; 
and for no other reason whatsoever.” 

Senator Hoar was equally ‘explicit in 
stating why he could not support the 
Democratic ticket. His indictment of 
Bryan and his advisers was a severe one.

| stances they certainly get it in this city. 
Theugh those employés are often per- 
plexed in the extreme,” and it is bard for a 
man to be good-tempered and careful to- 
wards the close of his long day's work, yet 
as a rule no fault can be found with their 
behavior. There are exceptions, however, 
on the North Side lines, as on other lines. 
There are careless and unmannerly con- 
ductors. If the advice given to the men 
working on the North Side roads is taken 
to heart by all of them the public will be a 
The Union Transit company, having ad- 
mitted that its patrons are entitled to civil 
treatment on the part of its employés, ought 
to go a step further and admit that those 
patrons are entitled to receive decent treat- 
ment from the company itself. They do 
not get it now, either on the West Side or 
on the North Side. They will not get it so 
long as the system of running cars in trains, 
discarded everywhere else, is retained here. 
That system makes accidents and conse- 
quent delays inevitable, no matter how 
careful motormen may be. It forces pas- 
sengers to wait several minutes for a car, 
which is not agreeable in hot, cold, or wet 
weather, when it ought not to be necessary 
to wait over one minute. Because of that 
system most of the passengers on a cable 
train are carried far beyond the crossing 
where they wish to get off, and in bad 
weather have to wade through mud or slush 
to the sidewalk.

sr. PAUL ORDINANCE 
The St. Paul ordinance was again post- 
poned last Monday night. Precisely what 
the postponement of this subject means is 
matter of conjecture among Councilmen, 
though there is a rumor of negotiations 
going on between the Mayor and the St. 
Paul company. The report that the lat- 
ter has abandoned the ordinanve fails to 
tally with its assignment for consideration 
at the next Conncil meeting. The peculiari- 
ty about the status of this ordinance is 
that the Mayor who presented it chose 
for some reason not to recommend its ref- 
erence to any committee for criticism. 
Hence it is in the hands of no one in par- 
ticular, unless it be true that the Mayor 
is acting as special committee over it, 
If so, and if he expects to have it passed 
at the next and final meeting of the Coun- 
cil, he has a grave responsibility on his 
hands. There are sure to be important 
amendments to it moved by different mem- 
bers at that meeting which there will be 
no opportunity for the Council at the 
moment to harmonize and take final ac- 
tion upon, and in anything like its present 
shape this uniquely defective ordinance 
fails entirely to be a defensible measure, 
To the use of electric power on the lines 
in question there is no objection, but the 
ordinance therefor ought, instead of being 
the “wide open” instrument now pend- 
ing, to be one which would exemplify the 
supposed ability of the city government, 
after the bitter experiences and awaken- 
ings of the last five years on the street 
railway question, to draft a street rail- 


way ordinance properly conceived m 
the standpoint of public policy, propefly 
formulated in accurate and precise län- 


guage, and resting the protection of public 
interests in definite guarantees in the or- 
dinance itself rather than in worthless as- 
surances from the company’s attorney. 

The pending measure is so defective, 
uncertain, and needlessly. broad as entire- 
ly to miss fulfilling these requirements. 
For example, it neither provides for the 
regulation of nor even so much as refers 
to the character of the service to be fur- 
nished under it. The company alleges that 
what it wants is an overhead trolley, but 
the ordinance permits “any .. - 
motive power.” There is no provision even 
that the work of construction authorized 
shall so far as it affects public property be 
performed subject to the oversight of any 
public officer. There is no requirement 
for fenders, none looking to the possibility 
that rails adapted te smooth pavements

Mayor Harrison says he has not much 
sympathy with those citizens who com- 
plain of the multitudinous noise in Chica- 
go streets. He advises those who can- 
not stand the racket because of their ir- 
ritable nerves to go to Philadelphia, where 
peace eternal reigns. It is not strange 
that the Mayor, fresh from the to him en- 
joyable tumult of an enthusiastic Demo- 
cratic National convention, should find Chi- 
cago too quiet rather than too noisy. It 
is natural that a person who is in good 
health and who sleeps well should not have 
much active sympathy for those who, not 
being thus blessed, are disturbed by sounds 
which do not trouble him. The small boy 
who gets pleasure out of the rude music 
of a stick drawn along a picket fence can- 
not understand why that music should 
grate on the nerves of older people. 

As the Mayor rejoices in the peddler's 
shriek and the horn of the balloon-seller 


it is thought likely that he will veto the 
‘anti-noise ordinance should it pass. Since 


he feels as he does it makes no difference 
whether he vetoes it or signs it. It passed 
and allowed to go into force it will not 
be enforced. The patrolmen will be as 
unmindful of noises as is the Mayor. 

The time will come, however, when the 
Mayor will repent of this advocacy of need- 
less noise and will be sorry that he cruel- 
ly told Chicagoans who suffer on account 
of it to go to Philadelphia.

COURT AND ALLEY CONCERTS, 
A letter to Tue Trisunp from the di- 
rector of the Liverpool Food and Better- 


ment association, which appeared in Mon- 


day’s issue of this paper, recommended the 
inauguration in-this city of a novel form 
of free concerts for the poor, such as 
the “court and alley concerts” which 
since 1897 have been given in many of the 
large cities of England. In Liverpool last 
summer ninety concerts were given, for 
which temporary platforms were erected 
and pianos secured at a trifling cost, while 
amateur and professional musicians and 
entertainers volunteered their gratuitous 
services to the cause. The correspondent 
called attention to the fact that almost 
without exception the residents of the 
0 and alleys visited have, as a re- 
sult: af the concerts, beautified their be- 
grimed surroundings to a surprising de- 
gree in all sorts of ways. | 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
the larger scheme of free concerts given 
at Oxford, England. Besides the “ court 
and alley concerts” of the Liverpool type, 
Oxford provides a unique and enjoyable 
form of free musical entertainments 
throughout the entire year. About three 
years ago a band of Hungarian musicians 
visited the city and were encouraged by 
a committee of the City Council, known 
as the “ Tourist committee,” to give street 
concerts. Afterwards the Council allowed 
the use of the Corn Exchange for three 


) evening concerts each week during the 


winter months, including Sunday evenings, 
for which the Tourist committee arranges 
a program of vocal selections in addition 
to the rendition of oratorio, operatic, and 
popular selections by the excellent band. 
In the summer the concerts are given in 
the streets, the university parks, and oc- 
casionally in the gardens of one of the 
colleges. The city makes no direct ap- 
propriation for the support of the scheme, 
but a large number of small, voluntary 
contributions have made the retention of 
the band at Oxford for three years possible, 
and the sale of an official weekly program 
at a penny each has provided a fund large 
enough to cover all the incidental expenses. 

The Oxford concerts have become a most 
attractive feature of the city and they have 
been praductive of untold benefits to the 
community. Good music affords more 
than the passing pleasure of listening to its 
strains, although that delight is of the 
highest and purest form. It has beside this 
the power to elevate the moral sentiments, 
quicken the perceptive faculties, and 
broaden the sympathies of men.

COUNTRY OUTING FOR OCHILDRER. 
The work of sending children for a week 


or two during the summer into the country | 
for change and building up is a feature of 


urban life which grows with the growth of 
cities. A person well qualified to judge esti- 
mates that approximately 4,000 children 
will be sent from this city during the sea- 
son by various agencies for such outings. | 

Some of these will go to the Hinsdale 
Home, where twenty-five can be cared tor 
at once; some to the Holiday Home at Lake 
Geneva, which accommodates eighty at a 
time, only a part of whom, however, are 
children; some to the Forward Movement 
Home opened last summer at Saugatuck 
Park, in Michigan, and accommodating 
seventy-five at once; some to the summer 
camps at Oak Park, Evanston, and Buena 
Park, accommodating from fifty to 100 each, 
and operated by local contributing organiza- 
tions in codperation with the Bureau of 
Charities; some to other and less conspicu- 
ous points, and 700 or 800 to the homes of 
farmers in the more remote country. 

It is pleasant to think of the recuperation, 
the hovelty of experience, the new attach- 
ments incident to all this, though the most 
impressive fact about the total of these 
efforts is their inadequacy. The “4,000” 
is really a meager fraction of a greater army 
who need to be sent away, but for whom 
there is lack of places or of money for the 
expense. The Bureau of Charities, which is 
the chief single agency in this effort, finds 
itself limited by the financial question, and 
the social settlements have long lists of 
children from their respective neighbor- 
hoods for whom no places can be found. 

In the main perhaps the most satisfactory 
phase of this general effort is the sending 
of children to private homes in the country, 
and especially to farms where they come 
in actual contact with the chickens, the 
fields, the brooks, and the farm work. In- 
deed, it would seem to be in the multiplica- 
tion of available places of this sort that the 
scope of the work needs especially to be en- 
larged. In England, where the sending of 
children into the country for a holiday is 
much better organized than in any part 
of this country, great numbers of families, 
both farmers and dwellers in small villages, 
are engaged, some without charge and 
others at regular rates, to take children 
during the summer, and the number sent 
out, for example, from London in the course 


of the season is quite large. It would seem 


to be especially worth while for those di- 
rectly interested in this line of work in Ohi- 
cago to consider means for extending its 
scope in this particular direction. 

| NEWS FROM PEKIN. | 

The imperial decree telegraphed by the 
Chinese government to its representatives 
abroad has every evidence of genuineness, 
It is dated at Pekin, June 29. At that time 
all the persons connected with the foreign 
legations were alive except the German 
Minister, and the decree states that “ the 
military authorities are still strictly en- 
joined to afford protection to the legations, . 
as hitherto, to the utmost of their power. 

As for the anarchists (the Boxers), they 

will be severely dealt with, as circum- 

stances permit.” Therefore, there is good 

reason to believe that the foreigners in 

Pekin are still safe, and that if order in that 

city has not been fully restored yet it will 
be soon. But it has not been found possible 
to suppress the Boxers outside of that city, 
or there would not be so many armed 


It will be seen from this decree that the 
Chinese government complains of the at- 
tack on the Taku forts, in which, by the 
way, the American forces took no part. 
It is more than likely that Admiral Kempff 
was quite right in refusing to do so. Some

In the lower provinces of Bengal alone there 
are hundreds of families using titles de- 
rived from extinct dynasties and families, 
while there are other families who have law- 
fully inherited the titles which they bear. 
The latter are, of course. placed in an in- 
vidious position by the tolerance of the gov- 
ernment towards the bearers of usurped 
dignities.. 

Another complication is due to the uni- 
versal practice of polygamy throughout In- 
dia, and the consequent fact that the issue of 
each ruling Prince may be numbered by the 
score, and likewise to the widespread custom 
of adoption. The various titles in India 
may be counted hy the thousands, the Eng- 
lish government itself having created about 
200 in India, Burmah, etc. One of the titles 
which the English government most fre- 
quently confers upon native officers of her 
Indian army is that of Bahadur, which 
means brave and heroic. Upon the ruler 
of Travancore the Queen has conferred the 
hereditary title of Shamsher Jang (the 
Sword of War), while upon the Ameer of 
Afghanistan's son, who visited England in 
order to convey, his father’s respects and

Steamer Carried. Against the 


North End of Lincoln 
Park Seawall. 


HURLED BY WIND AND SEA 


Captain Nelson Handles His Ves- 


sel So the Passengers Are 
Landed in Safety. 


BOAT IS ON A SANDY BOTTOM. 


The double deck excursion steamer Sailor 
Boy, which plies between the Randolph 
street pier and the Lincoln Park pier, went 
ashore yesterday shortly after noon at the 
north end of the Lincoln Park sea wall. Ten 
passengers were restrained by the crew from 
jumping from the deck of the steamer. 

The Sailor Boy was trying to make its 
moorings off the park, but the strong north- 
east wind and the stronger current from 
that direction made this impossible. With 
a crash that was heard all over the park 
the Sailor Boy struck the sea wall on her 
port side and then settled on the bottom of 
the lagoon entrance, 


Looks Out for Passengers. 

Finding that he could not avoid going 
ashore, Captain John Nelson maneuvered his 
craft so that the passengers were all put 
ashore with dry feet and clothing at the 
north end of the breakwater. 

_A sea of six feet was running and swept 
through the starboard gangway as Engineer 
John E. Fink ran up from the engine-room 
when the boat struck. He returned and drew 
his fires, while some of the crew placed the 
gangway board in position to keep the hold 
from filling. Others ran out gangplanks to 
the sea wall, landing the passengers. 

As soon as all the passengers were on 
shore the deck hands fixed hawsers on the 
north pier, and the steamer was thrown on 
its starboard side to prevent pounding a 
hole in the keel. The tug Queen went to 
the Sailor Boy’s aid, but could not get waar 
enough to do anything. 

Saving the Boat. a 

The crew put out the beam fenders along- 
side the pont so that if the wind forced it 
over on its starboard side it would not pound 
against the rocks. In the afternoon the 
water was pumped out and hawsers 
stretched to keep the vessel steady. When 
the wind and sea die the boat probably will 
get off with its own power. It is on a sandy 
bottom and it is thought that the hull is not 
hurt any. The owner, Robert —— gi 
estimates the —_ at $400, principally from 
damage to furn ngs. 

At 8 o’clock this morning the boat was still 
aground. 

The Sailor Boy hails from Bay City, Mich. 

It has been on the lakes a number of years, 
but never had an accident before. The boat 
is 134 feet long.

CRASHES INTO PIER 
Ad SPEEDILY SINKS.

‘Hudson River Boat, with Hundreds of 


, Picnickers on Board, Meets with Un- 
expected Disaster—Panic Follows, 
but All Passengers Are Rescued. 


Newburg, N. X., July 11.—{Special.j— 
While approaching its landing here at 8 
o’clock tonight the Hudson River excursion 
steamer Dmeline, its decks crowded with 
women and children returning from a Sun- 
day school picnic, crashed into the dock, and 
was so torn by the force of the impact that 
it sank in thirty feet of water a short time 
later.

STATE LIVE STOCK BOARD com- 
PILES RESULTS. | 


Exhaustive Series of Tests Made for 
Tuberculosis Carefully Tabulated 
by Scientists—Microscopic Investi- 

. gation Carried On in Connection 
with Innoculation of Guinea Pigs— 
Animals Tested in Addition to the 

Analysis of Milk. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 11.—[Spectal. }— 
The fourteenth annual report of the State 


. Board of Live Stock Commissioners, for the 


year ending Oct. 31, 1899, contains a detailed 
report of an investigation by the patholog- 
ical and bacteriological laboratories of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Chi- 
cago of milks taken from forty-one cows 
that had reacted to the tuberculin test, with 
the view of ascertaining the presence of 
tubercle bacilli. This investigation was 
conducted under the immediate supervision 
and direction of Adolph Gehrmann, bac- 
teriologist to Chicago Health department, 
and W. A. Evans, professor of pathology, 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. It con- 
sisted of a microscopical examination of the 


milk and cream and inoculation experiments 


with guinea pigs. 
What Tests Show. 


The report of the test shows: 

Tubercle bacilli were found to exist, either by 
microscopical examination or by inoculation ex- 
periments, in the milks from sixteen different ani- 
mals of the forty-one from which milk was taken 
or 38.02 per cent. In the milks from fifteen of 
microscope tha microscope d osed the 
presence 2 t in 36. per cent, while 
guinea pigs were successfully inoculated 
per cent. The inoculation experiments were not 
completely satisfactory, owing to the fact that 
an insufficient number of guinea pigs were used 
with the milk from a portion of the cows.

Pewer text books will in the future be used 
in the Chicago schools and they will be 
more uniform. The Board of Education 
adopted the report of the Text Book com- 
mittee last night after striking out the 


terms for the lease of the ground occupied 


and the board again refused to consider the 
petition of the teachers for a restoration of 
selaries to the 1898 schedule. 

When the report of the Committee on Text 
Books was read it was moved to strike out 
the clause providing for the open list of 
books, for the reason that the present State 
law. prevented its adoption. The “ open 
list permitted the adoption of a number of 
books for the use of the same grades, leav- 
ing to the superintendents the selection of 
the particular book best adapted to the 
district.

Science laboratory manuals 
for use in the high schools on special sub- 
jects will also be printed by the board and 
sold at cost.
